Thirteen issues, 50,000 words, three gray heads, and six 
mental collapses ago we watched the first press-run of EI 
Yanqui. We’ve cooled off a lot since October 15 last year. That 
was when edition number one landed on campus new stands. 

Editorial. eccentricities still predominate in those troubled 
times when copy is being prepared, and an occasional tempera- 
mental reaction is noted among reporters with the standard 
grievance, “You cut the heart out of my story!’’ But the at- 
mosphere of editorial offices and newsroom speaks of less des- 
peration and more efficiency. 

Policy was the first item of consideration last fall after the 
name, El Yanqui was chosen and the mechanics of production 
were learned. We wanted, briefly, to carry on as liberal and 
progressive a program as possible without crushing tender toes. 
Our aims which we hope we have paralleled closely have been 
these: 

To get all the news and write it objectively. To give all 
departments of the college equal news and editorial treatment, 
relative activity and student interest considered. To refuse to 
limit ourselves to strictly local issues. To refuse to use any 
name in Yanqui in a way that might bring that person into a 
position of disfavor or embarrassment among his fellows.
